BCJTALO, March 13.-4.lt is calculated that 


10,000,000 cnote feet of water flow past the' 
village of Niagara -Falls every Minute, and 
that thto -could ' be converted into 8,000,000 
horse power; and the question that suggests 
iteelf to every observing' and thoughtful 
visitor at the cataract • ia why this power has 
never been/utilized, and why Niagara JFalls 
has rioi;become a large and flourishing man- 
ufacturing city Instead of remaining what it- 
Is, astofaggling countrj; place whose 5,000 in- 
h&bitanta1 are niaioly engaged ;in the bead 
work or hack driving business. 


In this connection the views and opinions 


of »omeof the prominent men of Niagara 
Faltottre of interest. Principal among these 
ia the Hon. Peter A. Porter, ex-member of 
awembly and proprietor and editor of The 
Niagara 'Falls Gazette. The Porter family 
owns a great deal of the real estate on the 
American aide of the falls. Judge Augustus 
Porter, who tool; up bis residence therein 
1S06, wag the firatsettler. In 1811 he, with his 
brother, Gen. David B. Porter, tried to pur- 
chateGoat island from the government, but 
did not succeed until 1814, and it 'was not 
until 1810 that they 'received their regular 
paper or patent from the' state. In conver- 
sation with the HOB. Peter A. Porter, he said: 
"When Augustus Porter settled hero ha 
thought tlifajwould be the great manufactur- 
ing towiv in this country, and be and his 
brother bought these lands for mill site privi- 
lege*, an ia shown in the state engineer's notes 
at the tune thew lands were acquired. 


"Already a grist mill and fulling mill had 


been built, and the Porter brothers proposed 
to build other mill') from time to time, So 
confident were they that the place would de- 
velop into a great manufacturing town that 
they christened it 'Manchesterville,' and laid 
out the line of a canal to run along the river 
bank from Port Day, a mile above the falls, 
nearly to Prospect point, where it should 
turn and follow the line of the bluff for 
another mile or more. All along this raceway 
mills were to be erected. Indeed, they went 
so for as to build a stone pier, extending 
from near the Goat Island bridge to Fort 
Day, though now it does not extend half as 
far as that point. Before they had gone any 
further -Horace H. Day proposed to .them to 
build the present hydraulic canal, and the 
Porter family, who owned most of the prop- 
erty through which it was planned to run it, 
gave the land for that purpose without cost 
and abandoned their own project. In 1853 
work was commenced on the canal. 
Beginning at Port Day, about a mile 
above 
the 
falls, 
it 
runs 
northerly 


a 
quarter | of a 
mile, and then 


northwesterly through the village to the 
bluff & mile below the falls. It was to have 
been 100 feet wide and 8 feet deep. After 
various vicissitudes, owing to lack of capital, 
the canal was finally completed, 60 feet wide 
and 7 feet deep. It cost not much less than 
$500,000. Mr. Day became involved in finan- 
cial troubles; his property was mortgaged 
and he could not go on with his enterprise. 
From the time the canal was built it lay 
worse than idle until 1874, The Porter fam- 
ily daring that tlzns had their capital mostly 
invested lu land, and did not care to venture 
it in manufacturing enterprises. In 1874, 
after some effort and patient engineering, the 
canal >came under the control of A. M. Ches- 
brough, of La Salle. By his aid and active 
enterprise the ant improvement was made 
upon it by, the erection of a new grist mill 
by C, B. Gaskill, whose efforts to make use of 
the vast natural resources of the place have 
been untiring. After a time Mr Chesbrough 
•old his interest to J. F. Bchoellkopf, of 
Buffalo, who paid about $80,000 for the 
property, the uohal and everything going 
with it, and he assuming' the taxes and 
mortgages on the property. Under his lib- 
oral management and forecast a new life has 
been Imparted to the enterprise." 


The average width Of the present canal is 


85 feet, and the depth of water when full is 
10 feet. The volume of water conducted as 
described gives the aggregate sum of about 
50,000 horso power under a head of 200 feet. 
Of this Immense force not more than 5,000 
hone power is now used. Thus there is any 
quantity of power remaining anil running to 
waste evpry'mjjiute, 


"ijtartly why .this power lias not been de- 


veloped is a hard question to answer," said 
Mr. Porter. "I thiiik'on* 'reason is .that there 
has not been the requisite amount of capital 
in the hands of men who would use it in that 
direction. 
The men who had the money 


here were largely interested in the lands, al- 
though the landed proprietors did erect quite 
a number of mills and factories and encour- 
aged others to erect them. But the attention 
of the people here was more directed to de- 
veloping the attractions of the falls as a 
watering place, and the few mills ou the state 
reservation were all of comparatively smal 
power." 


Tho Hon. Thomas V. Welch, superintend 


eut of the reservation, gives the same 
opinion as to the reason why the town has 
not developed its resources. 
"Another 


reason," said bo, "is that capitalists are slow 
about investing their money hero. Now 
there is plenty of capital In Buffalo, but it 
stays there. The Buffalo people don't like to 
take their money away. Buffalo millers have 
built mills here and make flour here, but 
they don't spend the money here that they 
make from their business. They carry it el 
back to Buffalo. We are almost a dependency 
of Buffalo, you might say. We go there to 
do our shopping, buy our clothes and gel 
nothing in return. Another reason is that 
the people bore have turned their attention 
too much to fleecing the stranger. 
Every 


thing has been done with an eye to advertis- 
ing the scenery. Hotels have multiplied 
eating houses have multiplied; bead work 
and photograph shops have multipled am 
backs and hackmen have multiplied, and the 
possibilities of the place as a great manufact- 
uring town have been quite overlooked. I 
the water power here was properly develops 
Niagra Falls would grow' until it met the 
boundaries of Buffalo. Why, we have two 
mills here now, each of which turn out every 
day 1,800, 1,500, 1,800 barrels of flour, and 
in each of those mills only four or five 
men are needed to look after the opera 
tions. We have favorable rates of trans 
portation. 
Five bushels of wheat can b 


brought here from Chicago, ground and sen 
on to New York as a barrel of flour at th 
same through rate as though the five bushel 
of 'wheat had been shipped through from 
Chicago to New York. Already, with our 
water power, we furnish an electric ligb 
circuit of sixteen wires, and the lights (fort; 
candle power) are beautiful and steady. I 
iibut sixteen miles from Niagara Falls t( 
Buffalo's city limits, and with the power wi 
have here we could supply Buffalo with elec 
trie light and motors for all her factories 
There isn't another place in the country tha 
has the reliable steady power that we have. 
There's Minneapolis; the mills there are 
tottered to death with low water, and the 
•wmt«r in the great lake* has fallen about 


foot fa the last year. B is the sams In Now

ams they have to supplement their water 
K>wer with steam. Here we have an inex-' 
BUBttble supply flowing year after year, 
'be: fiercest drought does not affect it in tha 
east, Sooner .or later we, ought to have a 
arge manufacturing city here." 


Other leading men to the village express 


similar;.views. Some say that the older 
members of the Porter family were too con- 
servative and held" their lands so high that 
manufacturers could not come,there. Al- 
ready manufacturers from Lowell, Mass., 
lava tried to secure sites for the erection of 
actpries, but have not been able to do so be- 
cause o* the high price set upon the land. 
Phe present generation, however, is more 
mblic spirited, and is interested in schemes 
or building up the place and making it a 
manufacturing place,- and if their plans suc- 
ceed Niagara Falls is destined to be one of 
he largest factory cities in the United 
itates,

JOHN K, FITZGERALD. 


President of tlie Irish National 


l,eague of .America. 
[Special Correspondence.] 


OMAHA, March 13.-John E. Fitzgerald, 


tbe president of the Irish National Leage of 
America, has spent a life of romance and ad- 
venture, with as many changes in it as in 
ihat of an "Arabian Night" hero; but little 
a known by the general public iu regard to 
lira. This arises from his aversion to ncws- 
japer notoriety. The particulars here pre- 
leutod were furnished by a personal friend, 
who was associated with him in theFeniau 
movement. 


Fitzgerald was born in Limerick county, 


Ireland, in 1820, and came to America wueu 
only 15 years of age. Eis first employment 
was on a Long Island farm, and his wages 
were $7 a month. About the time he reached 
ais majority, in 1850, he had actively entered 
into the work of forming, with others, the 
Fenian- society, whose aim was the over- 
throw, by military force, of English domi- 
nation in Ireland. This association was the 
natural outgrowth of rho famine of lS4tt-7, 
and the abortive struggle for independence 
of 1848, which sent a tide of discontented 
immigrants to the New World's shores. It 
was perfectly organized. Although the most 
open manifestations of its workings had 
their seat in Chicago, the directing powers 
were in New York, and John E. Fitzgerald 
goon rose to be one of the chief beads. It 


conducted 
by a senate, and con- 


sisted of circles; each 
directed 
by a 


center. 
The duty of the centers was 


to enroll members, who bound themselves "to 
be faithful to the Irish republic us at present 
virtually established;" to instruct and prac- 
tice them in mili- 
tary exercise; to 
raise funds for tho 
purposes of the 
association, especi- 
ally for the pur- 
chase of arms and 
munitions of war, 
and to extend the 
organization by 
every means 'at 
their disposal.. 
From 'America the' 
association was ex- 
tended into 
Ire- 


land and the cen- 
tersof Irish popu- 
lation in England. After the close of the 
civil war an immense number of well trained 
Irish soldiers were at the disposal of the 
Fenians, and it seemed a favorable moment 
to strike for freedom. But on the very eve 
of a concerted movement in America, Eng- 
land and Ireland traitors betrayed the cause, 
and the British government set its ma- 
chinery to work to anticipate the blow. 
Its first care was to arrest 
all the 


leaders it 
could lay 
its hands 
upon. 


and to fill Ireland and Canada with 
troops. However, the movement, crippled 
as it thus was, had to go forward, and in tho 
summer, of 1806, John E. Fitzgerald, who 
then had .the chief charge of this extensive 
organization* ordered Gen. O'NeiJl, with a 
few hundred hastily collected men, to invade 
Canada, expecting them to bo joined by the 
Irish Canadians. The latter appear to have 
been completely cowed by the stringenl 
measures of their rulers, and did not respond 
to tho appeals of the Fenians. The Fenians 
met the British sent against them at Ridge- 
way. 
Finding the people apathetic, O'Keill 


returned, and on crossing the border sur- 
rendered to the United States authorities. 
In the spring of the following year, an at- 
tempt Was made to seize the military stores 
in irclsnd, but tho authorities always hnc 
a large force of troops and constabulary on 
hand, and 'they easily suppressed the un- 
armed peasantry. 


Collapse followed for the Fenian move- 


ment oa a wide extended organization, and 
the sporadic enterprises after this failure 
were conducted by limited circles of Irish- 
men, generally of a temporary character auc 
for a specific purpose, as in the attack of a 
police van in Manchester in September, 1867, 
with the object of rescuing some politica 
prisoners. Mr. Fitzgerald gavo up the di- 
rectionof the movement,; which was already 
beginning to .be superseded by the promoni- 
tions-of the peaceful .land agitation, and de- 
termined to go west This was in 1SB9 
Charges have been made about the corrup- 
tion of the Fenian leaders, and necessarily 
there were some frauds by subordinates ; bui 
that the great majority were as honest as the 
day in handling the moneys intmstec 
irresponsibly to their care is evidencec 
by tbe fact that they came out of it 
with not a 
penny in their pockets 


John E. Fitzgerald is an example. After 
having spent nearly twenty years of his lifi 
in tha movement, the later years of which he 
was in chief charge, he was at 40 just where 
he began life, and, when he settled iu Lin 
com, Neb. , went to work on a railroad as a 
common laborer at fifty cents a day. Twenty 
years of his life were literally thrown awa; 
in the most unselfish manner for tbe salce o 
what he believed to be a sacred cause. 
Hi; 


life between 1869 and 1886 demonstrated M 
industry and capacity, for he in that timi 
rose to be one of tho most honored and most 
wealthy of the citizens of Nebraska. He 
now president of the First National Bank o 
Lincoln, of the First National Bank o 
Plattsmouth, of the First National Bank o 
Greenwood, and of the First National Banl 
of O'Neill City.
